court Monday, by upholding certain 
disputed counts against James A. Pat- 
ten and others, charged with a viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law in 
running a so-called cotton corner, sent 
the case against the men to trial In 
the lower couits. 


Patten, Eugene G. Scales, Frank B 


Hayne and Willian P. Brown were in- 
dicted in New York on charges of con- 
spiracy on January 11. 1910, to corner 
cotton by extensive buying on the New 
York cotton exchange, as a result of 
which the price would be enhanced 
and ultimately bring arbitrary and ex- 
cessive prices. 
The conspiracy was 


described as calculated to yield $10,- 
000,000 in profits 


The alleged violation of the Sher- 


man law was set forth In the indict- 
ment in eight different ways In as 
many counts, the defendants being 
liable for trial on any one. 


Before the defendants 
could 
be 


placed on trial, the United States cir- 
cuit court for southern New York, held 
Insufficient four counts as not stating 
an offense. The government appealed 
from that decision to Supreme court. 


The decision settles the Important 


question that a "corner" of any com- 
modity is a restraint of interstate com- 
merce and may be a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law.

dairyman may, if .he so chooses,', soon 
realise the great difference there'is in 
co.ws and the; value of well-developed 
dairy- blood, learn how to better care 
for and .-.feed-his cows and increase the 
productiveness of his herd, 


Cow-testing, associations, too, have 


a good; effect: socially upon a locality, 
for through'-the 'common interest of, 
the members they tire drawn together 
in' farmer's clubs, .neighborhood meet- 
ings, etc. 
Members of a cow-testing 


association are generally ready to dis- 
cuss points of;feeding, breeds ,of dairy 
cattle and anything-pertaining'to the 
dairy business.- Without an associa- 
tion each-man is individualized, and 
more than that, he 
does not -" even 


have enough knowledge of the pro- 
ductiveness, of his own cows, the cost, 
of. their fee!, etc., to talk intelligently 
about them. 


Before a man has his, cows tested 


for dairy production he is usually will- 
ing'to'let a buyer go .into his herd 
and pick cows-•\vltiv a range in price 
from $40 to $50.

arc overworked. 


I reH]>eftfnIly recommend tbat the tow 
be -so amended a.y to authorize Hie Board 
of Control to appoint such u umbers of 
agents or deputies as may be needed at 
fixed salaries, to make inspection of these 
county aurt local institution.1* under its 
dire'ction. 


SETTLEMENT Of FARM LANDS. 


The settlement of unoccupied farm lands 


in tlie northern part of tbe state is u 
problem that has engaged the uttcntkm 
of tlie Board of Public Affairs for more 
than u year. 
There are about 10, 000,000 
acres of such laud, onee in forest but now 
P radically stripped of Us timber. 
The 
problem is how to bring idle meu uud 
idle hinds together for the betterment of 
both. 
We should not only invite settlers 


to Wisconsin but should encourage and 
protect them in every way possible after 
they have come here in order Unit they 
may become successful farmers and inde- 
pendent. self-reliant citizens, 
The prime need of new settlors is capi- 


tal. 
For the most part they are men of 


small means :md the banks and other 
lending agencies about them are either un- 
willing or unfitted to supply them with ne- 
cessury funds to enable them to farm their 
lands in a proper inauiier. The state should 
relieve this condition by encouraging the 
development of agricultural credit insti- 
tutions, whether private or cooperative. 
especially organized for making long-time 
loans to farmers on flie security of their 
Jaml.s. 


Farm Tenancy. 


During the life of the prv.senl genera- 


tion then1 lias beeu n marked, almost an 
alarming, increase in farm tenancy in all 
the older states of the Middle West. Hith- 
erto it 1ms been thought that Wisconsin 
was not nltettcd by this tendency but there 
is reason now to believe that it hat, reach- 
ed some of the older counties of the state. 
The liiht federal census shows that in fif- 
teen counties in southern Wisconsin from 
f U'enly to thirty -four out of every hun- 
dred farms are operated bv tenants or 
"renters" tis they arc called. 
The evi.1 


etrccts of a general system of tenant farm- 
ing on the land, the tenant and the coin- 
in unity in which he lives are too well 
kno\\ n to need discussion.

MODELJ-OR NATION 


Waupun.—Wisconsin's state pr's- 


on population now is 704. The wom- 
en inmates of the penitentiary re- 
main under fifty in number, but the 
life termers are approaching 100. 
During 1912 murder, seemingly, was 
a frequent crime in Wisconsin, for 
the addition to the "lifers" column 
was considerable. Within the prison 


rfalls there exists up discrimination 
in the treatment or work between life 
termers and convicts who know that 
they will not be obliged to toil all 
their years in prison garb. 


Lest, however, prospective evildo- 


ers should conceive the idea that the 
state prison is filled to and beyond 
capacity and that, therefore, they can 
operate in law-defying manner with 
impunity, it may be added that the 
cell capacity in Waupua exceeds 800, 
affording each inmate an exclusive 
cell. There also is work for all, the 


extension of the high enclosing wulls, 
made necessary because of the addi- 
tion of the binder twine factory, 
providing greater facilities for opera- 
tion and .also for employment. 


The Wisconsin state prison, undsr 


the management of Daniel Wood- 
worth., is recognized by penolc-gists 
as among the most humanely con- 
ducted and yet efficient and econom- 
ical in operation of the forty-eight 
state penitentiaries of the United 
States.

use, its «izef nor the richness of UB en- 
dowment, 'but principally to it.s willing- 
ness to serve all the people of the state, 
e.sppciiilly those who Have never been with- 
in Its walla as resident student*. 
Tbe example of Wisconsin In orpaniz- 
B extension work upon a broad and in- 


clusive basis has already been followed by 
more than 20 state universities and wan 
recently copied by a number of privately 
endowed instiLutious, such a* Columbia 
and Harvard. 


AGHICttLTVfiAL CO-OPBKATIOX. 


The federal census of 1910 showed a 


substimtiul increase In the total popula- 
tion of the state. This Increase however 
was not uniform but was due largely to ti 
train lu the population of cities- and tow its. 
Many country districts actually lost in 
population and others made but slight 
gains. 
Nineteen cauntlea, mostly devoted 


to forming, declined in total population 
and nventy-nlne lii rural population. Mean- 
while the cky <rf Kenosua-, largely devoted 
to manufacturing, doubled hu numbers and 
the city ofi Milwaukee, the chief Industrial 
center of Wisconsin, increased more in 
population than all tin* rural districts of 
the state combined. 
But the city-ward 
drift of population L»» not contJnod to Wis- 
consin or any particular section of the 
country. It Is nation-wide anil IH due to 
numerous and complex causes. 
Home of 
these represent social progress hut others 
indicate the existence of .serious defects in 
the economic and sodal conditions of coun- 
try life. 


So far as it it* witbln o«r power there- 


fore, steps should be taken to aid people 
who live in the country to improve their 
business methods, their system* of mar- 
keting and their credit facilities—In short, 
their general economic unit .social condi- 
tion-. 


The legislature of 1911 took this matter 


up in a very commendable way. 
It crea- 
ted the State Board of Public Affairs aud 
directed it to make an investigation ot co- 
operation and marketing. 
This work has 
been done. Among other things il covers 
co-operative buying arnd selling und co- 
operative credit. 


Co-operative marketing is not new in 


Wisconsin. Its- history in purl of the in- 
dustrial history of the state. 
With IIH it 
has been a group movement, not a- een- 
trulisHMl eo-ardfmite mulertuklng; and the 
sncress or failure of each group has de- 
pended almost entirely upon Ihe initiative, 
resourcefulness and business ability of the 
members themselves. 


The success of agriculnrnl co-opcrntion 


in Wisconsin has not" been so marked as 
In Kurope. 
Biit this slate has stood well 
to the front In this great new movement. 
Its co-operative cheese factories and cream- 
eries are numerous nnd .successful. 
Its 


fruit growers' associations are sources of 
pride and profit. 
All of its co-operative 
undertakings promise well 
Two steps were necessary before on-op- 


erative associations could be established 
on a (Inn foundation in thit **t'aie. 
Tbp 
first was to pass a law providing for the 
organization and management of co-opera- 
tive societies. 
Tbe second is to educate 


and assist all persons interested in the 
subject in the methods to be pursued and 
the dangers to 1)(? avoided. 


The* first step was taken by the legis- 


lature of 1911 and tho results already se- 
cured under Ibis Jaw mark it as one of 
the wisest and most beneficial of tbe ses- 
sion. 
Tbe investigations mndts by tlie 


State Board of Public Affairs prove con- 
clusively lhat tlie next .step is just a» im- 
portant 
Many 
r-o-operaiive 
societies 
sorely ueed the instruction and issistuncc 
of a conservative and practical central or- 
ganization, iiiul all could benclH by it. 
Such a system has proved 'of invaluable 
assistance to the co-operative societies of 
Knrope. 
I strongly urge I hen-fore that 


some provision for this be now made. 


CO-OPERATIVE RURAL CHBDIT, 


There is real need tor agricultural co 
operative credit. 
The fanner often, finds 


it difficult to secure a loan lo tide over 
the period between seed time ouui harvest, 
to buy stock and machinery or to mukc 
permanent Improvements upon his land. It 
is even more difficult for him to buy and 
pay for a farm, especially iu the thickly 
settled sections of the state. 
Indeed this 
task is so hard as to discourage many and 
drive them to other states where hind is 
cheaper or to other occupations where more 
immediate if leas substantial rewards ure 
o Herat for their labor. 
At tlie present time the average farmer 


is denied the credit advantages enjoyed* by 
tbe merchant or manufacturer, even though 
be be equally honest, equally trustworthy 
and equally able to meet his financial obli- 
gations. His credit m»reover is itJwayi an 
individual matter, 
t'ntil recently the col- 


lective credit of u group of farmers- bad 
not been thought of In America, and even 
now it is employed only to a limited' extent 
in one or two states. In Europe this prob- 
lem is wived by a system of rural banks. 


Under the auspices of the Houthorn Com- 


mercial Congress and tbe International In- 
stitute ->f Agriculture a delegation made up 
sf two representative's from each state iu 
the Union will go abroad iu April of this 
year lo study the operation of rural bniik* 
and cooperative agricultural credit societies 
In Europe. Wisconsin has been invited to 
send representative^. 
Believing us I do 
that atfi'tciiltural cooperation is one 01' the 
bfg things of tbe future, too lilrge unif sig- 
nificant to bp ditched by Its .short-sighted 
friends and destroyed by its own momen- 
tum. 1 recommend the appropriation «f 
sufficient Mini of money to defray the ex- 
penses of U\o delegates fmtn this state, it

retiHe.sted b.v those who have the matter in 
ehurge. 
I believe- we have sufficient, in- 


formation to enable us to make a beginning 
in the organisation of land mortgage banks 
to be operated along lines similar to tliost

HOW TO BOTTLE FRUIT JUICES. 


Great Care Should Be Taken When Fit- 


ting Corks.

In putting up fruit juices in ordinary 


bottles exercise the-same care in steri- 
lization tbat you would •'for-.ordinary 
canning, 
Have the bottles clean and 


heated to boiling .point in water, new, 
scalded corks, etc. 
Usually tbe fruit 


juice will , need beating to steaming 
point settling and filtering as for Jelly. 
After tbat put It into tbe clean'bottles, 
leaving a little space to allow for,the* 
liquid's expansion on heating. 


Set tbe fliled-bottles on a-rack'in a 


wash boiler, flll up witb water.to witb- 
in an1--inch',of tbe tops and bent grad- 
ually to the simmering point. 
Then 


cork and'seal immediately.,.,, 


The corks should be put in hot water 


for some minutes before using, since 
this not.pniy, sterilizes them, but makes 
them more.pliable, so that a good fit 
Is certain. 
Tbe corks, being porous, 


.need., to-..be completely covered witb 
•paraffin or scaling wax, A cheap kind 
of'the latter, called "bottling wax." 
is usually a little safer than paraffin.

The Wisconsin method of taxing prop- 
ertv has long ranked among the best in 
the" country, but.

$350.000 of state money to aid towns and 
counties in the construction r>f roall.s mid 
bridges.

Tlie policy of state aid for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of public* highways 
inaugurated two years ago has therefore 
proved a complete success.

state aid for 1013 call for an appropriation 
of $823.000 by the state. This Is almost 
three times as much as was spent in 1912. 
U is n" rapid increase: but it possible the 
legislature should not permit this work to 
lag for want of necessary funds or the en- 
couragement co-operation by the state af- 
fords.' 
It should be borne in mind. also 
that in order to make such an additional 
appropriation available in time for work 
during, the present year It must be made 
very early in the session.

- SKTTMMIEXI OF FAK.M I^INDS. 
The: settlement of unoccupied farm lands 
in the northern' part of the 'state is a 
problem- that has engaged the attention 
of the Board of Public Affairs for mo-re, 
than a year. 
There are about : 10,000,000 
acres of such laud, once in forest but now 
practically, stripped of . its timber. 
The 
problem is how 'to. bring idle men and 
idle Jands together for the .betterment of 
both. 
We should not only invite settlers, 
to .Wisconsin but should encourage and 
protect 'them in every way; possible- after 
tliey have come here in order that., they 
may: 
become successful farmers aud' inde- 
pendent. .sclf:reliant citizens. 
The prime need of new settlers is capi- 
tal. 
For-the most part. they are men of 
small* means and the' banks ' and 'other 
lending-agencies about them are either un-' 
willing or unfitted to supply them .with ne- 
cessary .funds to enable them to farm.their 
lands in a proper manner. The state-should 
relieve this condition, by encouraging the 
devqlopment of agricultural credit Insti- 
tutions; whether private .-or--cooperative, 
especially organized for. making long-time 
hums to farmers oh the security of. their 
lands.

AGJilCCrXTRAI. CO-OPERATION". 
Tlie federal census ol 1910 showed a 
substantial increase in the total popula- 
tion of. the state. This increase howover 
was not uniform but was due largely to a 
gain In .the population of cities and to-wiis. 
Many country districts actually lost in 
population and others made but slight 
gains. 
Nineteen counties, mostly devoted 
to farming:, declined in total population 
and tVenty-niue in rural population. Menn- 
wbfle the city ot Kenosbu^ largely devoted 
t<». manufacturing, doubled fm numbers and 
the city of Milwaukee, the chief industrial 
center of Wisconsin, increased more in 
population than all the rural districts of 
the state combined. 
But tile city-ward 
drift of population k* not confined to Wis- 
consin or ajiy particular section of the 
country. It is tiation-wide and is due to 
numerous and complex causes; 
Some of 
these represent social progress but others 
indicate .the'.existence of serious defects iu 
the economic and social conditions of coun- 
try life. 
/• .. 
So far as- it-is within our power there- 
fore, steps should .be ta'ken to aid people 
who live in the country to improve their 
business methods, their systems of mar- 
keting and their credit facilities—In short, 
their general economic and social condi- 
tion.. 
The legislature of 1911 took this matter 
up in a- very commendable way. 
It crea- 
ted the State Roard of Public Affairs and 
directed it to make an investigation of co- 
operation .and marketing. This work has 
been done. Among other things ft covers 
co-operative, buying a-nd selling - and 
co- 
operative credit. 
Co-operative 
marketing is not new in 
Wisconsin. It» history is part of the in- 
dustrial history of the state. 
With ' us it 
has been a group movement, not a- cen- 
tralized co-ordinate'undertaking; and the 
success' or failure of each group has de- 
pended almost entirely upon the initiative, 
resourcefulness and business ability of the 
members themselves. 
The. success, of agriculnral co-operation 
in Wisconsin has not been so marked as 
in Kurope. But this state has stood' well 
to the front in this great new movement. 
Its-'co-operative cheese factories and cream- 
eries - are numerous and snccessfull 
Its 
fruit growers1- associations are sources of 
pride and profit. 
AIT of its co-operative 
undertakings promise well. - 
Two steps were necessary before co-op- 
erative associations 
could be established 
on n.lirrn foundation in this state. 
The 
first was to pass a law providing for tlie 
organisation and management of co-opera- 
tive societies. 
TThe second is to educate 
and assist all persons interested' i'n the 
subject i'n the methods to be pursued and 
the dangers to be avoided. 
The first step was taken by the legis- 
lature .of 1911 and the results already se- 
cured' under this law mark it as one of 
the wisest and most beneficial of the ses- 
sion. ' The investigations made by the

MINIMUM WAGE 


The Supreme Court of the United States 
and several state courts liave repeatedly 
recognized that inequality of bargaining 
power constitutes a reasonable ground on 
which the state may aid the weaker party. 
For example, in tlie execution of judg- 
ments, Wisconsin was the . first state to 
adopt ii wage exemption, providing in its 
constitution of sixty-live years ago for pro- 
tection of the working man's "necessary 
comforts of life." 
At that time the law 
was generally regarded as an infringement 
ofithe rights of property mid was denounc- 
ed as class legislation. Cut .Wisconsin was 
soon followed by nearly every, other state 
in the Union, and the courts everywhere 
eventually came to recognize' wage.-exenij.*- 
tions as matters of sound public policy,, 
justifying broad nnd .liberal interpretation. 
Modern 
industrial 
conditions 
have 
brought this same question of Ihe "uecesr 
sary comforts of life" to the front in a new 
form. 
Great corporations employing hun- 
dreds of scattered tenement bouse workers, 
have a superior bargaining power that is 
already recognized by the state in its law 
prohibiting tlie employer from sending ont 
work to a tenement house that Is not li- 
censed ; for if he'be permitted without reg- 
ulation Or control to send 'out work to the 
homes, he can secure free light, rent mid 
beat besides the advantage of defenceless 
competition among put-workers and tlie 
opportunity to evade the women's anrl chil- 
dren's hours of labor law by adding the 
time at home to the regular period of em- 
ployment In. the factories.- 
Undoiibteclly 
therfi are other like cases of depressed 
wages which investigation will in time re- 
veal. 
. 
A bill providing for minimum 'wages 
was introduced in the legislature of .this 
state two years ago but fulled" of passage. 
This class of legislation while reported to 
be wholesome and effective in Australia 
aud England is so novel to our system of 
jurisprudence nnd involves such difficult 
problems of administration that the legis- 
lature* should proceed'with .caption .respect- 
ing it. 
But wo should not again fail to 
do anvthing v Iwitever . In-tile-mutter. 
MOTHERS' TENSIONS. : 
The platform of . tlie majority partv In 
this state plfdvefl its members to the en- 
actment of a law for tile establishment of 
mothers' pensions'. 
The-fundamental idea 
underlving this proposed ^reform ..Is .that 
the home Is ;i better 'place for children 
than a public institution, and that the 
mother is their best as well 'as their •nat- 
ural guardian. 
It has also been found 
cheaper for tax payers to compensate, the 
mother in proper cases for the cure1'of. 
hoi*' own children than to support ; them 
independently of her. 
However a* .public 


difficult for a hired1 man or renter of small 
means to buy a .,farin of his"own o-n the 
terms, customarily offered. 
Some .'system 
of lorig..tfiue. loaiis shoiild. be developed to 
enablty--t*; capable farm Inhorer or., renter 
to .'bpi-roiv the money he heeds to estab- 
lish 'himself as a- farm owner. 
Co-opera- 
tive. lacLl mortgage societies organized to 
iciid money for long periods might help 
to solve the "problem. The system of stattt 
lo-ans suggested -for use, in settling the 
wild, lands of the .northern .part of the- 
state might also" be used to supplement 
co-operative? credit. Whatever may-be done 
we should not f«il to recognize that "the 
increase in the 
proportion 
of 
renters 
among tbe farmers "of our state is a se- 
rious menace not only to tbe. prosperity 
and welfare of our rural communities but 
also-to the efficient^use of, the agricultural 
'resources upon which we are ait depend- 
ent for our -food supplied. 


ABSENT VOTtNG. / 


The rapid increase of transportation fa- 
cilities in recejit years, the steadily groov- 
ing tendency to conduct business, npon a 
large scale-.and hence over wide areas. 
low'er railway fares nnd bettor accommo- 
dations have greatly Increased the amount 
of traveling done and the -^number of per- 
sons therefore1 who are necessarily absent 
from home on election . day. 
Traveling 
salosmen,' railway employees, mail clerks, 
ttnU many o.thers are now Compelled to 
c-hoose between sacrificing- two days uf 
election tvcek from their employment or 
losing their votes. 
Many who are away 
from home at the beginning of- the week 
are -required to travel hundreds of miles- 
or submit to dtsfranchisemeut. 
This con- 
dition of' affairs has become more marked 
onch year nnd should not be permitted to- 
continue. Numerous plans have been sug- 
gested for absent voting or balloting by 
mail. In Australia. Tasmania, Kansas and 
elsewhere some of these plans have been 
•put in<operation «nd have.been found to 
work well. 1 most respectfully recommend 
the* enactment of similar legislation 
fo-r

CO-OPERATIVE KUICVL CJtEDIT. 


There" is real need for agricul'turiil co- 
operative credit. 
The farmer olten iinds 
(t difl'icult to secure a Joan to tUlo over 
the j)eriod between seed time* suul harvest. 
to buy stock and machinery or to make 
perma'nent imj)r'ovemeuts upon hiw.Iaud. It 
Is even more difficult for him to buy and 
pay' for a'farm, especially in the-thickly 
settled sections- of the state. 
Jjideed this 
tawlr is so hard, as to discourage many aud 
drive them to- other states- where land is 
cheaper or to other occupations where more 
immediate if' less substantial rewards are 
offered for their labor. 
At the present time the average farmer 
is denied the credit a-dva-nlaget* enjoyed- Uy 
the merchant or manufacturer, even though 
he be equally honest, equally trustworthy 
and equally able to meet hh* financial obli- 
gations. His credit moreover is always au 
individual: matter. 
Until recently the col- 
lective credit of a group of farmers had 
not been thought of In America- and even 
now it is employed only to a.- limited1 extent 
in one or two states. In Europe this prob- 
lem is solved by u system of rurai banks. 
Under the auspices of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress and the International In- 
stitute of Agricnltnre a- delegation made up 
of two representatives from each state iii 
the Union will go afc^oad in April of this 
vear to study the operation of rural bank* 
and co'ouenitfve agricultural credit socletle-s 
in Euro""pe. Wisconsin has been invited to 
•send- representatives.- Relieving- as I do 
that agricultural cooperation fs one of the 
bi>r things of. the future, too liirge and1 sig- 
mtft-ant to b> ditched by its short-sighted 
friends and destroyed by its own momen- 
tum. 
I recommend rhe appropriation of a 
sufficient sum of money to defray the ex- 
penses of two delegates from this s<.ate, as 
r^qnested by those who hav« the matter in 
ebarge. 'I believe we have sufficient In- 
formation to enable us to mnko a beginning 
In the organiv.ation of land mortgage bi*-nk» 
to be operated along linos similar to those 
vof the German Laiidsc-hnften. 
These asso- 
ciations should be under the supervision 
am? control of the state banking depart- 
ment and their Bowers should be- carefully 
limited to what, is necessary to accomplish 
the purposes here mentioned.

state. This work Is now being done. New 
form classiaeutions of accounts have been 
prepared for every department and instl- 
'tntion. 
Numerous- forms common to alL 
.departments have been designed aud com-- 
plete 'departmental schedules and instruc- 
tions for accounting and business- proce- 
dure have been prepared for several of. 
the state departments. 
The new system- 
will' remedy all of the shortcomings of UK- 
present plan and: will1 standardize the ac- 
counting methods of the various depart- 
ments and iostltuti«ns. 
It will not onlyi 
enforce the keeping of uniform aeeountsi. 
of revenues and expenditures, but. will at 
all times exhibit the- resources and liabil- 
ities of the state. 


The plans designed by the accountants 
or the Board of Public A'ffairs proved to 
be such a; fundamental departure from 
former methods that it was- thought de- 
sirable befon; approving and recommend- 
ing them to invite the criticisms and sug- 
gestions of recognized authorities on the 
subject. 
The- Hoard therefore called into 
conference Dr. Frederic A. Cleveland, chair- 
man 
Lof the President's Commission on 
Economy and Kfflcleuey, and Mr. Kdwnrd' 
L. SulTefu, of New York City, president 
of the American Association of Public Ai:- 
countajils. "After careful and thorough con- 
sideration, these men gave the proposed 
accounting system their unqualified ap- 
proval. 


Under tlie constltntion the .Secretary of 
State is- ex.-1-ffioib- auditor. 
It is-his duty 
to pass upon every lluancinl transaction 
of the state. It follows therefore that upon 
tbe management and organization- of the 
department of state will depend the suc- 
cess of accurate financial accounting in all 
brunches of the state government. 
The 
systems of accounts provided for the va- 
rious departments and institutions are sub- 
ordinate to tlio central controlling system 
in the department of state. It Is therefore 
apparent that the central system In the 
office of the secretary must be 
recon- 
structed so as to provide for such central 
control. 
Cule-SH- this is done, ther.e will 
not be -that close watch over tin- state's 
revenues and expenditures that wise man- 
agement requires. 


The new s-ystern of accounts- wheu. In- 
stjilled in all departmcnt-s will not unly 
operufe to secure greater efficiency 
but 
should bring about economic** as well. If 
the phlii proposed for the office of tlie 
secretary of state be promptly adopted it. 
will be possible for this office to keep 
sa'tisfactory detail accounts for many of 
the capital departments. 
Monthly reports 
from the department of state will furnish 
all necessary information to these depart- 
ments. This- will involve additional work 
in the ileparlmcnt of state and a corre- 
sponding increase in the number of em- 
ployees, but will also mean a much great- 
er reduction in the number of employees' 
now required to maintain individual book- 
keeping systems 
in the various cupltol 
departments. 


The constructive accounting work so 
ably begun by the 35ourd of Public Affairs 
has required careful preparation, and tlie 
instaliation and development of the systems 
iu the various departments and institutions 
will exteud over a considerable period of 
time. 
It is highly desirable that suitable- 
provision- be mnde for carrying on thfa 
work. When it is completed Wisconsin-will 
have a busiziess organization comparable, 
to that of the !>est private corporations 
and will have lastablished ai system of cost 
account*-' that will furnisii the data for a 
scientific 
legislature. 
Beyond 
question 
these change* will result in economies nod 
Increased efficiency greatly in excess of 
the cost of. installation and development.

.Houses Severely Criticised, by 


Arnold Bennett. 


In,Harper's Arnold Bennett.express- 


es the opinion thattour' apartment ho- 
tels aud'flat houses are a pernicious 
influence in American life. 


"Assuming that the couple have no 


children, there .is a .good chance of 
catching: them later, splendidly mis- 
erable, In ' a .high-class . apartment 
house,' where the entire daily adven- 
ture of living, is taken out of your 
hands and done for you, and you pay a 
heavy price in order to be deprived 
.of one oil the main interests of exist- 
ence. The apartment house ranks in 
my opinion among the more pernicious 
influences in American life. As an in- 
stitution it is unhappily establishing 
itself in England, and In England it is 
terrible. I doubt if it Is less terrible 
in its native land. It is anti-social be- 
cause It 'is unfair to children,, and be- 
cause it prevents the full flowering of 
an individuality. 
(Nobody can 
be 


himself in an apartment house; if he 
tried that game he would instantly be 
thrown out) It is immoral because it 
fosters bribery and because it is pre- 
tentious itself and 
encouraiges 
pre- 


tense in its victims. It is unfavorable 
to .the growth of taste because its dec- 
orations and furniture are and must, 
lie ugly; they descend to the artistic 
standard of the vulgarest people in it, 
and have not .even the merit of being 
the expression of any individuality at 
all. It is enervating because it favors 
the creation of a race that can do ab- 
solutely nothing for itself. It is un- 
healthy because it is sometimes less 
clean than it seems, and because often 
it forces Its victims to.eat In a dining- 
room whose walls are a distressing 
panorama of Swiss, scenery, and be- 
cause, its cuisine is and must be at 
best mediocre, since meals at once 
sound and showy cannot be prepared 
wholesale. 


"Some apartment bouses are better 


than: others; many are' possibly mar- 
vels, of organization, and value 
for 


money. 'But none can wholly escape, 
the indictment. The Institution Itself, 
though It may well be a natural and 
inevitable by-product of racial evolu- 
tion, is bad."

It is rather a difficult matter to pre- 


dict what effect, it any, the pending 
change in the administration of th^ 
affairs of the country will have upon 
our x'-neral prosperity. 


Broadly speaking, however, nny na- 


tion with an agricultural production, 
such as that of the present year, ag- 
gregating in estimated value the sum 
of $5,000,000,000 
and the 
bulk of 


which output will be consumed right 
in its own preat industrial and manu- 
facturing centers; and 
that is 
al- 


ready in possession of something more 
than $1, 900, 000,000 in gold, may safe- 
ly face the future with complacence. 


No check in our present prosperity 


is, therefore, anticipated; it may be 
that politics may cause more or less 
uneasiness during the early life of the 
new administration, but at the worst, 
this condition can only be temporary. 


Crops also may not be nearly so pro- 


ductive in 1913, but on the other 
•hand, there is every reason to antici- 
pate a further large increase in the 
volume of our soil products, -due to 
more scientific methods of production, 
widely encouraged by both state and 
federal government.

go and get him. If he was charged 
with obtaining $2.:'0 under false pre- 
tenses he would be sent to the peni- 
tentiary for three years. 
That is at 


least what happened to a poor luck- 
less man in this county not long ago. 


In the abstract .Mr. Rockefeller may 


not be any "better or greater before 
the law point of privilege than the 
humble citizen who blacks his shoes," 
but people look at concrete facts. The 
facts as v,-e have stated them cannot 
be denied. 


The law may be the same for rich

'arms where silos are now construc- 
:ed to see which silo is the most ad- 
vantageous to be used on the farm. 
The things to be observed including 
the question of durability of the struc- 
ture, its length of life, whether it 
properly preserved the ensilage with- 
out unnecessary loss. 
Now is the 


time of the year when it can be ob- 
served which silo protects the en- [ 
silage the better from the freezing of 
the contents. 
The general appear- 


ance of the silo as an ornament or 
otherwise to the farm and all other 
matters relating to its use can' lie ob- 
served and investigated at this time 
of the year better in many respects 
than at any other time. Advertising 
matter is very apt to be misleading, 
but the silo in operation speaks for 
itself. 


You can also see the ensilage and 


how the live stock, particularly the 
cattle, enjoy and thrive on this food. 
Information concerning the method 
and manner of putting in the ensilage 
into the silo, etc., should all be in- 
vestigated from observation as far as 
possible, rather than depend upon the 
statements of agents or the adver- 
tised advantages

Cow-Testing Associations. 


No single factor has done more to 


develop the dairy industry in certain 
sections of the state, according to L. 
P. Mai-tiny, president of the Wiscon- 
sin Live Stock Breeders' Association, 
than the organization and continuance 
of. cow-testing associations. 


By joining with his neighbors in the 


hiring of a tester who will determine 
the milk and butter fat production of 
his herd and who will advise him as 
to the best rations to feed his herd, a 
dairyman may, if he so chooses, soon 
realize the great difference there is in 
cows and the value of well-developed 
dairy blood, learn how to better care 
for and feed his cows and increase the 
productiveness of. his herd. 


Cow-testing associations, too, have 


a good effect socially upon a locality, 
for through the common interest of 
the members they are drawn together 
in farmer's clubs, neighborhood meet- 
ings, etc. 
Members of a cow-testing 


association are generally ready to dis- 
cuss points of feeding, breeds of dairy 
cattle and anything pertaining lo the 
dairy business. 
Without an associa- 


tion each man is individualized, and 
more than that, he 
does not 
• even 


have enough knowledge of the pro- 
ductiveness of his own cows, the cost 
of their feel, etc., to talk intelligently 
about them. 


Before a man has his cows tested 


for dairy production he is usually will- 
ing to let a buyer go into his herd 
and pick cows with a range in price 
from $40 to $50. 
After he has been 


a member of a cow-testing associa- 
tion he usually prices for some that 
are simply boarders up. to $60, $75, 
$100, $1.a5 and even higher for indi- 
viduals that have returned him pro- 
fits far above what he ever thought 
possible. In other words, a man nev- 
er knows his cows, or how to take 
of their feed, etc., to talk intelligently 
records of their production.

tical, cheapest and niost efh'cient way 
of 
keeping these 
records, 
as the 


whole community have the same plan, 
.and are working for the same end.

In fact Wisconsin's supremacy in this 
line is so marked there is little danger 
of any other stale crowding it for 
years to come.

as premier dairy state of the union is 
something for the residents of this 
state to be proud of, not only for the 
pitestigo thereby given to Wisconsin, 
but for the convincing evidence which 
it furnishes of the abounding prosper- 
ity of this state. A7id it should^not be 
forgotten that Progressive laws and 
Progressive effort have done much to 
gain this advantage for Wisconsin, for 
without intelligent, organized direction

Cow-Testing Associations. 


No single factor has done more to 


develop the dairy industry in certain 
sections of the state, according to 
P. Martiny, president of the Wiscon- 
sin Live Stock Breeders' .Association, 
than the organization and continuance 
of cow-testing associations,' 


By joining with his neighbors in the 


hiring of a tester who-will determine 
the milk and butter fat production of 
his herd and who will advise him as 
to the best rations to feed his herd, a 
dairyman may. if he so chooses, soon 
realize the great difference there is in 
cows and the value of well-developed 
dairy blood, learn how to better care 
for and feed his cows and increase the 
productiveness of his herd. 


Cow-testing associations, too, have 


a good effect socially upon a locality, 
for through the common interest of. 
the. members they are drawn together 
in farmer's clubs, neighborhood meet- 
ings, etc. 
Members of a cow-testing 


association are generally ready to dis- 
cuss points of feeding, breeds of dairy 
cattle and anything pertaining to the 
dairy business.- Without an associa- 
tion each.man is individualized, and 
more than that, he 
does not • ' even 


lave enough knowledge of the pro- 
ductiveness of his own cows, the cost 
of their feel, etc., to talk intelligently 
about them. 


Before a man has his cows tested 


for dairy production he is usually wili- 
ng to let a buyer go into his herd 
and pick cows with a range in price 
from $40 to ?50. After he has been 
a member of a cow-testing associa- 
ion he usually prices for some that 
ire .simply boarders up to $6.0, $75, 
1100, $125 and even higher for indi- 
•iduals that have returned him pro- 
fits far above what he. ever thought 
>ossible. In other words, a man nev- 
r knows his cows, or how to take 
f their feed, etc., to talk intelligently 
ecords of their production.

ical, cheapest and most efficient way

records,

According to a census department 


report, dealing with the butter and 
cheese .production of this country up 
,to the year 1908, Wisconsin Is now the 
undisputed leader, of all the other 
states in the union, both in regard to 
butter and cheese.. As a producer of 
cheese Wisconsin. led,the other states 
when the last previous government 
report was made public, dealing with 
dairy statistics .up to the year 1S39. 
but at that time the Badger.state held 
only fourth position with respect, to 
butter output. At that time Iowa, New 
York and Pennsylvania'!- in the order 
named excelled this state in butter 
production. 
Xow, however, Wiscon- 


sin i.s^in first place followed In order 
by Iowa and Minnesota, and New York 
has dropped down to seventh place 
in the Hst. 


The total butter output of the Uni- 


ted States in-1909'.iis given at.1,613,- 
415,263 pounds, of" which the Badger 
state furnished just a little |:less than 
'132,000,000 pounds as compared with 
ah output of only 300,552,049 pounds 
in 1S99, a gain of nearly 2.6,000,000 
pounds in ten years. Iowa was not far 
behind this state in 1909, however, as 
her 
butter 
output for 
that 
your 


amounted to 127,261,755 pounds, and 
Minnesota in the same year followed 
closely, With an output of 123,551,515 
pounds. 
In the same year, however, 


Wisconsin furnished almost one-half 
of the entire cheese 'output of the 
country, with a production of .only a 
trine less than 
149,000,000 pounds. 


In fact Wisconsin's supremacy in this 
line is so marked there is little danger 
of any other state crowding it for 
years to come. 


The present standing of Wisconsin 


as premier dairy state of the union is 
something for the residents of this 
state to be proud of, not only for the 
paestige thereby given to Wisconsin, 
but for the convincing evidence which 
it furnishes of the abounding prosper- 
ity of this state, 
forgotten that Progressive laws and 
Progressive effort have done much to 
gain this advantage for Wisconsin, for 
without intelligent, organized direction 
it is unlikely that Wisconsin would 
have gained such marked success in 
the dairy industry.-—Oshkosh North- 
Western.

HOW TO BOTTLE FRUIT JUICES. 


Great Care Should Be Taken When Fit- 


ting Corks. 


In putting up fruit juices In ordinary 


bottles exercise tbe same care in steri- 
lization that you would for ordinary 
canning. 
Have the bottles clean and 


heated to boiling point in water, new, 
scalded corks, etc. 
Usually the fruit 


Juice will need heating to steaming 
point, settling and filtering as for jelly. 
After that put it into tbe clean bottles, 
leaving a little space to allow for tbe 
liquid's expansion on beating. 


Set tbe filled bottles on a rack in a 


wash boiler, flll up with water to with- 
in an Inch of tbe tops and bent grad- 
ually to the simmering point, 
Tlien 


cork and seal immediately. 


The corks should be put in bot water 


for some minutes before using, since 
this not only sterilizes them, but makes 
them more pliable, so that a good fit 
Is certain. 
Tbe corks, being porous, 


need to be completely covered with 
paraffin or scaling wax. A cheap kind 
of tbe latter, called "bottling wax," 
is ustlally a little safer Hum paraffin.

How to Clean Lace Panels.

HOW TO BOTTLE FRUIT JUICES. 


Great Care Should Be Taken When.Fit- 


ting Corks. 
. 


In putting up fruit juices in ordinary 


bottles exercise the;snme care in steri- 
lization that you would for ordinary 
canning. Have the bottles clean and 
neated to boiling .point in water, new, 
scalded corks, etc. 
Usually tlie fruit 


juice will need heating to steaming 
point, settling- and filtering as for jelly. 
After that put it into the clean bottles, 
leaving a littlo space to allow for.the 
liquid's expansion on heating. 


Set the filled-bottles on a rack in a 


wash boiler, fill up with .water to with- 
in an inch of the tops and hcut grad- 
ually to the simmering point. Then 
cork and seal immediately. 


The corks should be put in.hot water 


for some minutes before using, since 
this not only, sterilizes them, but makes 
them more pliable, so that a good fit 
is certain. 
The corks, being porous, 


.need to .be completely covered with 
paraffin or sealing-wax. A cheap kind 
of the latter, called "bottling wax," 
is .usually a little safer than paraffin.

ARE A PERNICIOUS INFLUENCE 


America's Apartment Hotels and Flat 


Houses Severely Criticised by 


Arnold Bennett. 


In Harper's Arnold Bennett express- 


es the opinion that our apartment ho- 
tels aud flat houses are a pernicious 
influence in American life. 


"Assuming that the couple have no 


children, there is a good chance of 
catching them later, splendidly mis- 
erable, in 
a 
high-class 
apartment 


house, where the entire daily adven- 
ture of living is taken out of your 
hands and done for you, and you pay a 
heavy price in order to be deprived 
of one of the main Interests ol exist- 
ence. Tbe apartment house ranks in 
my opinion among the more pernicious 
influences in American life. As an in- 
stitution it is unhappily establishing 
Itself in England, and in England it is 
terrible. I doubt if it is less terrible 
in its native land. It is anti-social be- 
cause It is unfair to children,, and be- 
cause 3t prevents the full flowering of 
an individuality. 
(Nobody 
can 
be 


himself in an apartment house; If he 
tried that game he would instantly be 
thrown out.) 
It is immoral because it 


fosters bribery and because it Is pre- 
tentious itself and 
encourages pre- 


tense In its victims. It is unfavorable 
to the growth of taste because its dec- 
orations and furniture are and must 
be ugly; they descend to the artistic 
standard of the vulgarest people in it, 
and hkve not even the merit of being 
the expression of any individuality at 
all. It is enervating because it favors 
the creation of a race that can do ab- 
solutely nothing for itself. It is un- 
healthy because it is sometimes less 
clean than it seems, and because often 
it forces its victims to eat in a dining- 
room whose walls are a distressing 
panorama of Swiss scenery, and be- 
cause its cuisine is and must be at 
best mediocre, since meals at once 
sound and showy cannot be prepared 
wholesale. 


"Some apartment houses are better 


than others; many are possibly mar- 
vels of organization and 
value 
for 


money. But none can wholly escape 
the indictment. Tbe institution Itself, 
though It may well be a natural and 
inevitable by-product of racial evolu- 
tion, is bad." 


Story of the Mikado.

self-sacrificing patriotism

small 


matters as well as in large is furnish- 
ed by Mr. Yone Naguche in an article 
in the London Graphic. It was dur- 
ing the time of the fourth parliament 
recently opened, when the matter of 
economy in the government's expendi- 
ture and the general cutting down of 
the official salaries was much talked 
up.

than pictures and that it vvas the sign 
that survived to become the alpha 
and beta of one civilization and the 
A B C of another. 


Just as the philologist had discov- 


ered one entire system of languages, 
so the alphabetarian had discovered 
In the diversity of alphabets an orig- 
inal prototype of all. 
In Professor 


Petrie's \vords, "The Phoenicians are 
people of yesterday compared with 
those who wrote the signs that are 
the orisin of all alphabets." 


It was to pottery, said the profes- 


sor, that Egyptologists 
and others 


were indebted for these signs, and 
their development was worked out on 
these lines. Flatnose made a pot and 
put a mark on it to show that it was 
his. In time, because it was his mark, 
the sign stood for Flatnose himself, 
and then the sign became attached to 
a sound irrespective of the thing it- 
self. 
Gradually the 
wearing 
down 


went on until the sign stood, not for 
a sound, but a syllable, and then for 
a letter. 


The signs, of course, were not an 


alphabet; that did not arrive until 
perhaps 1,000 B. C., whereas signs 
were found in early prehistoric Egypt, 
probably 7,000 B. C. Proofs of this 
common origin were plentiful, for the 
signs spread by trade far north and 
south, and 
appeared 
similarly 
in 


Runic, Iberian and Karlan, and yet 
were unknown in Phoenician.

ARE A PERNICIOUS INFLUENCE 


America's Apartment Hotels and Flat 


Houses Severely Criticised by 


Arnold Bennett. 


In Harper's Arnold Bennett express- 


es the opinion that O'jr apartment ho- 
tels and flat houses are a pernicious 
influence in American life. 


"Assuming that the couple have no 


children, there is a good chance of 
catching them later, splendidly mis- 
erable, in 
a 
high-class 
spartment 


house, where the entire daily adven- 
ture of living is taken out of your 
hands and done for you, and you pay a 
heavy price in order to be deprived 
of one of the main interests of exist- 
ence. The apartment house ranks in 
my opinion among the more pernicious 
influences in American life. As an in- 
stitution it is unhappily establishing 
itself in England, and in England It is 
terrible. I doubt if it is less terrible 
In its native land. It is anti-social be- 
cause it Is unfair to children, and be- 
cause It prevents the full flowering of 
an Individuality. (Nobody can 
be 


himself in an apartment house; if he 
tried that game he would instantly be 
thrown out) 
It Is immoral because it 


fosters bribery and because it Is pre- 
tentious itself and 
encourages pre- 


tense in its victims. It is unfavorable 
to the growth of taste because its dec- 
orations and furniture are and must, 
be ugly; they descend to the artistic 
standard of the vulgarest people in It, 
and have not even the merit of being 
the expression of any individuality at 
all. It is enervating because it favors 
the creation of a race that can do ab- 
solutely nothing for itself. It is un- 
healthy because it is sometimes less 
clean than It seems, and because often 
it forces its victims to eat in a dining- 
ro'om whose walls are a distressing 
panorama of Swiss scenery, and be- 
cause its cuisine is and must be at 
best mediocre, since meals at once 
sound and showy cannot be prepared 
wholesale. 


"Some apartment houses are better 


than others; many are possibly mar- 
vels of organization and 
value 
for 


money. But none can wholly escape 
the indictment.. The Institution Itself, 
though it may well be a natural and 
inevitable by-product of racial evolu- 
tion, is bad."
